company to God the great Judge, ſaying , that GM 
would manifeſt which of ns both was right quickly, and 
fo we departed, Bur when 1 came home, I perccived 
by my orely Son, that be fell down every foor,and fome 
of my Neighbours t90'e notice of it, and reid mee, 
then I conſidered that God appeared againſt me , and 
} was troubled the more, becauſe the Childe was like 
to ſmart for it, and to'd my Wife thac we mult :efraine 
to ſpcake 2gainſt the Army, in what they did ; ſhewing 
her how the diſpute paſſed,and thar the hand of Gd was 
upon the Chiide for that caule, ceftiing ber alſo co for- 
beare, elſe that the Child would ſudderily have ſome 
bur:full fall, which would perſwade h.r co retrain 
ſpeaking again them, and ſhee was angry at me for my 


' Speech, but the lame day 1 told her of it,we went 0 a 


friends houſe to dinner,and at:er dinnerthe Childe wag 
more than ordigarily look: to, yer be fe!! cown aparre of 
Rairs, and broke his right arm, then my Wife was more 
modera'e in yhat ſhce ſaid concerning the Army, 
bur the Ghilde , God be praiſed , was quickly healed 
aLIine, 
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againe, and I declared openly mine Errour that God 
might be glorified thereby, and I was filent, Bur after 
a time, the other Mans onely Sonne died , then ſome 
| of rhe Company that hear the Diſpute, ſaid, Mr .Evans 
why are you caſt downe, God hath juſtified your Aſ- 
ſertion, for your Childe is well , God be praiſed, and 
his Arme is ſtronger in the place where it was broke, 
than it was before, but his Childe is dead , Theres 
fore if you tooke upon that, God hath juſtified your Als 
tertion more than his. 

Thus by Gods Providence to preſerve mee , was the 
heate of my Spirit abated , and when the Kzng caine 
to his Trriall, I (ought to ſpeake with the Lord Ge- 
nerall Cromwell, bur could not. Then 1 wrote and 
” ic delivered co the Lord Generall Fairfex, that bad 
Me cbiefe Command of the Army, ſaying, that bee 
muſt nor by any meanes, ſuffer the King ro be put 
to Death, and it they did put him to Death, the Lord 
would requice his Bloud at their hands , and he had my 
writings :wo days betore the King (uſfered. 

And after the Kirzg was put ro Death , ſeeing no 
remedy for it, I remainei ſilent a long time, in which 
time God called mee afide to looke into the Cloſlets 
of the Anabaptiſts, as Exck $.9, and by reaſon of ſome 
; acquaintance I had with Do@or Chamberlaine , hee 
brought mee into their ſecret Chambers , where I ſaw 
Bo ſmall abominations commicted, and now being 
racen 2mong them as a f:iend, an! pitying them I, of- 
ten themed them the neceflity of Infants Bapriſme, and

did protefle. An tiulyT believe that Balzam did covet

4- 23, there is nothing followes bur darknefle, con 
fuſion, and deſtru&ionto the Church and Kingdome, 
And thirdly, ro build up one another in cbis their moſt 
boly Faith. 

Thus much I muſt ſay againft the Proteſtant Mini- 
ſters, both Biſhops and others, exc@t ſome few, in 
the late K7gr dayes they ſoughs after great Church li- 
vings, to the end, thar they might follow the Gentry, 
rather then thcir Mingftty; fo that they forgot to preach.

Proteſtant Miniſters had been as diligent to teach che 
people the knowledg of the Scriptures,and to preach for 
the Church with that alacricy, as the others did a- 
gainſt che Church,ia all probabilicy th. y bad not faln : 
bar the Biſhops and Proceſtant Minitters having the 
Magiltrare on their fide, thought to doe all with the 
Club, and that Preaching was bu: a vaine thing to e- 
Kabliſh them : and now they may ſee the vanity oftheir 
thoughts. | 

Many of our Miniſters make but a j:ﬆ of Maſter 
Hugh Peters preaching, but I cell you: ye may all go 
lrarne of bim to preach 5 for one like him among you
